
L In the fall of 194S, military recreation centers on Praded Mountain, west of 
^i^ Vka ' p 51/H80)» and Smrekovica Mountain, southwest of Ruzemberok 
IaD /C99)j, were converted into military training camps for paratroops. Para- 
troop units from Straz pod Ralgkeia and Kumr are sent to the Praded camp end 
units from the Paratroop Academy (sic) in Zilina are sent to the camp at 
umrekovica for partisan training. At the camp at Praded there were at the 
end of 1950 about 160 men and six officers, while at the can® at Smrekovica 
were stationed about 300 men and 30 officers.
